A QUIET Day. 
Nothing in any way resembling the election 


of yesterday has been seen in Chicago for many 
aday. Asarule, rain counts for the unwashed 
Democracy, for, when well fortified with 
whisky, Bridgeport can stand a good deal of 
rain. The * silk-stockings don't vote; so say 
the “b’yes.” But yesterday neither side 
voted. In the Fifth, Sixth, and Seventh Wards 
it was worse than Sunday.“ There wasn't 
anything doing at ali. There wasn’t a drunken 
man anywhere; no fun for anybody: no repeat- 
ing; no express wagons filled with enthusiastic 
* travelers ; no anything. 


it had been expected that the cold would

The Commune, 
sd-culled. polled a heavy vote in the Sixth and 
Seventh Wards, ana the anti-capitalists were 
correspondingly jubilant. All over town the 
sawe uncertginty prevailed, and nothing could 
be learned at or near the polls as to the actual 
result of the dav’s work. 


In the Fifth Ward, as everywhere else, there 


was a very light vote polled, aud everything 
was quiet. At the First Precinct it was esti- 


mated that the vote would be full 200 
below thate of last fall. Tom 


Barrett was being badly sc:atched, and Stephens 


was running ahead of bis ticket. At the polling- 
place on the corner of Sanger and Mctiregor 
streets the Swedes and Bohemians rall:ed in 


force, and the Communist ticket got a heavy 
indorsement. Lied was badly scratcbed, and 
barrett also fell bend. Iu the Tniru District 
there was @ Very light vote, and evervtuiug was 
quiet.

Only when ail efforts to el- 
iect an accommodation 1 reasonable 
means had failed would cousegt a 
a las resource to measures of retaliation. 
Measures of tuis nature are always impotttic, 
because tuey Ouly serve to emuvitter the minds 
ot the parties tu the controversy and render 
more difficult a reasonable and amucable ar- 
rangement of the onginal diffi_ulty. 

Correspondent—Puolic opinion in the United 
States win lavor of m untaing friendly reiativi s 
with Spalu. Tvere are, oi course, some excep- 
tions; but the vast majority of the population 
desires a peaceable and inendly solution of ail 
questions pen ing between the two countries. 

SACRIFICES FOR THE SAKE OF PEACE, 

Minister of State—We aiso are sincerely de- 
sirous of maintain.ng friendly relations wita 
the people and Government oi the United 
States. in proof of tnis | can cite you the re- 
cent payment of 5,000,000f., awarded by the 
Washington Commission. I confess it cost me 
a good deal to pay these clainte, because the 
money went not to reai American citizeus, but 
to rebels like Guicvuria, who uad covered them- 
scives with the mancle of American citizenship. 
Still, as we had a Commission of Arbitration, 
and desired to maintain frendly relations, the 
money wus pad for peace sake. Another ex- 
ample of the friendly iceling which animates 
our Gover ment was furnished bv my action im 
the case of the trouble caused by the deten tion 
vl tue Amerwan whaler Fair aiid, wich was 
described in very large letters by the American 
papers as Another Spanish Outrage.“ Now, 
it was nota Spanish outrage, but a mere act of 
stupidity on che part ot the Captain of a 
Spanish bark, avd as soon as one of our 
gunboats appeared on the scene the 
Lieutenant in command ordered the inmediate 
release of the whaler and allowed her to pro- 
ceed on her way. As soon as I learned that 
some trouble of this nature had occurred, with- 
out waiting to be iniormed of the details, I im- 
mediately telegraphid to our Minister in Wash- 
ington, Intorm tae Minister of State tuat if 
avy Spanish official bas acted illegaliy he snail 
be punished; if any American citazen has sut- 
sered loss in this aflair he suall be idemnilied.“ 
So you see the detention of the whaler was no 
more a Spanish outrage than il on going out 
some poli e officer should arrest you. It would 
not be an outrage but an act of stupidity, which 
I would punish by flaing tue officer.

One blan- 
ket was fastened tight, and with the aid of this 
Tom expected to desceud to the ground 
irom the second story of the jail, 
where he was confined. The other 
blanket was very lightly hung, and put 
up to keep the ligut of tue fire from 
fluoding the strect. The ure got ratuer hot, 
and when a log had been burned ju two and 
pulled out so as to enlarge tue opening, such a 
uoise Was made by the laing of bricks that the 
prisoner knew that au alarm would be made, 
and ii he desired to do auything in the way oi 
escape it must be done, at Onve. He rushed to 
the w.udow, but late was against him, and, 
seizing tue wrong vianket, he attempted to 
lower himseli. The blanke gave way and he 
received a heavy fall. nucting his leg anu sprain- 
ing his ankle, In a momeut Mr. Fred Shoppach, 
tue aller, Was upon him.

*sSTOVEPIPE” HATS, 
Bost n Herald. 

The style in silk hats is regulated by an as- 
sociation, and it is this rerulation which insures 
their being ul iform, or nearly so, throughout 
the country. The fashions in tall bats are 
changed twice a year, and the Asso iation meets 
semi-aunually lor the purpose of determining 
what the styles shall be. At these meetings 
manufacturers who belong to the Association 
(or as many as see fit) each hand in a model hat 
for the consideration of those present. The 
yarious hats handed in are considered by the 
members, and any variations in the models 
whicy strike the fancy of any of those present 
are suggested aud discussed, and it is then de- 
termined by vote what shall be the style of the 
fashion for the season. The meeting of the 
Association for the determination of the fall 
and winter style is generally held in the latter 

of July, and that for the determination 
of the spring and summer style durirg tne lat- 
ter part ol January. The manufacturers who 
belong to the Association are generally notified 
as to the styles determined upon by the lotu of 
August and February respectively, and they 
thus have time to manufacture stocks to be 
ready to meet the demands of the trade. All 
the sik bat manufacturers of the country do 
not belong to the Association, and the intent is 
that who are members sball be infoymed 
of the forthcoming style ten days sooner than 
outenders, but this intent is often frustrated. 

The style is very apt to be imparted by the 

emploves of those who are in the Association, 
aud tune members themselves are apt to put 
their goods upon the market as soon as possible, 
even thongh ten days may not have elansed 
since the time of their notification. From the 
jact that all the silk hat manufacturers do bot 
belong to the Association, it might perhaps be 
supposed that those manufacturers who are vot 
members would manufacture styles ot their 
own, and that there would be various /asbions. 
Tne Association, however, although not em- 
bracing all the manufacturerséof the couutry, is 
vet very influential. and hat makers find it to 
their advantage as a rule to follow their lead 
rather than to any individuality in the 
matter. It should not be understood, however, 
that there are never avy tali hats to be had out- 
side of the general stvie. If any individual 
retailer thinks that be bas sufficient traue and 
influence to warrant his putting a different style 
of his own upon the market, he is at periect 
liberty todo so. Although exceptional and in 
the amounting to but little as com- 
pared with the whole trade im silk hats, many 
retailers—several iu Boston oug the rest— : 
make a practice of having, styfts of their own 
with the rest, and flad it to their advantage to 
do 80. 

There have latterly. also. been more or less 
Engi.sh silk hats on the market everv vear. and 
these, differing as they do irom the other tash- 
ions, go to add to the variety in the styles from 
which one can make a choice to suit his taste. 
In addition to the two styles of silk hats intro- 
duced in the fali and spring, it has been custom- 
ary lor manuiacturers, without much if any 
changing the shape of the hats, to make some 
utile moditicat.on in the finish just before the 
holiday season and call the hats the holiday 
style. Tobe hard times, however, which have 
prevailed during the last few years have had a 

tendency to discourage the multiplication 
of styles, and what are known as boliuay lash- 
ions in hats have latterly been in vogue much 
leas than formerly. People do not feel like 
changing ther fall style for a holiday style 
which differs from it only in sowe such winor 
detail as color of g, width of band, and the 
like, ana very little be donc this year in the 
way o — Manufacturers and deal- 
ers generally bave no trouble in disposing of 
styles which have been superseded by something 
ater. The most of people prefer, to be sure, to 
duy hats which are in style, but there are many 
who take dislikes to the fashion which may be in 
rogue, or who may have such an abiding fancy 
for some fashion that has passed by that t ey 
buy some other style than the prevailing ove. 

Nor should it be understood that those who 
buy hats which are not of the prevailing fasuion 
are all old codgers who would just as lic! 
ook like searecrows as not, provided they feel 
comfortable. American manulacturers used to 
borrow their styles from abroad, but this is no 
longer the case. Suk hats made in this countrv 
are equal to apy, and, instead of adopting ſor- 
eign styles as tormerly, our manufacturers now 
revard ioreign hatiers as behind the age. The 
silk hat manutacturers do more or less business 
through the whole year, but the bulk is done at 
the opening of the two seasons, when new 
styles are put upon the market, and they do a 
very light tusimess in fall and winter goods at- 
te the middle of November, or ou spring and 
summer goods after the first of May. The fall 
and winter trade is heavier than that of the 
spring and summer, as, while silk hats are worn 
tarough the former two seasons, their sale is 
very slight during the summer on account of 
the use of straw goods. In addition to the differ- 
ence of style, it may be remarked that [al!-win- 
ter hats are generally heavier than spring-sum- 


mer styles. It is getting to be customary now 


among the manufacturers to make ouly upon 
order, and in this way they avoid having stocks 
jeit over at the end of the season.

Massachusetts has 
elected the Republican State ticket by a 
plurality instead of a majority, and the 
Republicans have made large gains in 
Connecticut. Wisconsin has undoubtedly 
elected the Republican State ticket, with a 
probability that the Legislature will have a 
Republican majority in both branches. Up 
to alate hour no advices whatever had been 
received from New Jersey. MoCExLLax has 
won a victory, it is to be presumed, but has 
probably ordered the strengthening of his 
position for an elaborate system of earth- 
works before the result is announced. 


THE COUNTY ELECTION. 

The returns of the election in this city 
and county yesterday will be found in detail 
in other columns of this morning’s TRrsune. 
The friends of reform and honest govern- 
ment of all parties have reason to rejoice in 
the election of all the Republican candi- 
dates; including the four County Commis- 
sioners elected within the city. This will 
secure, if not a majerity, at least a strong 
and vigilant minority, and prove a valuable 
check on the hitherto arrogant and domi- 
neering corruptionists. The vote is a small 
one; but even with this advantage the Lies 
and Lyncu gang has been disastrously de- 
feated. There will be a new Clerk in the 
County Court office ; the centre of the Ring 
will be broken.

There was considerable scratching of tick- 
ets, and the Communists turned out in full 
force, but the majority for the Republican 
candidates is suffloiently large to carry the 
whole ticket.

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THE SILVER DOLLAR IN CONGRESS. 
The gold faction of Democrats and Re- 


publicans are now consoling themselves with 
the idea that even if the Senate shall pass 
the bill remonetizing the silver dollar and 
making its coinage fro, the President will 
certainly veto it. This is purely an assump- 
tion which has no warrant in anything the 
President has ever said or done. The Presi- 
dent is fully informed now of the manner in 
which the coinage of the silver dollar was 
prohibited and silver demonetized. He 
knows that so privately was the act done 
that even he, while engaged as late as Octo- 
ber, 1875, in the most exciting and search- 
ing discussion upon the subject of finance 
and currency that has ever taken place in 
this country, was not aware that Congress 
had, two years and a half previousl f, 
abolished the silver coinage and limited 
the legal coin of the country to gold. 
The President is fully aware that there 
was no occasion for such legislation, and 
that it resulted entirely from the efforts of 
those who insisted that there was too much 
coin in the world, and that it was too cheap, 
and that its purchasing power should be ad- 
vanced by limiting it to one metal. The 
President is fully aware that this act was 
never approved by the country, and has 
caused considerable loss. The President is 
aware that those who oppose the remoneti- 
zation of silver are limited to certain locali- 
ties in the Eastern and Northern States, but 
that, taking the whole country through, sev- 
enty-five or more out of every 100 of the 
people not only favor but demand the re- 
monetization of the silver dollar, and its 
restoration to the national coinage on the 
same terms on which it stood from 1793 to 
1873. The President is aware of all this, 
and it is not probable that he will interpose 
his veto for the mere purpose of defeating 


dent veto the restoration of the bilver dollar? 

The free coinage of that dollar had been 
established for eighty years, and never was 
there an objection or a protest. For eighty 
years the country had the double standard, 
and had retained the right to employ as a 
legal-tender the cheaper coin. Suddenly, 
silver, for the first time in twenty-five years, 
became relatively cheaper than gold, and

then free in the United 
part of this silver would found its way 
here to be coined into dollars, and the prob- 
lem of a return to specie payments would 
have been hastened in its solution, and, the 
surplus silver of Europe being thus exhaust- 
ed, silver would have recovered its relative 
value with gold. But the demonetization of 

silver by Congress in 1873 deprived the 

country of all the advantages resulting from 

the decline of silver in 1875, and at the same 

time increased the loss of the silver mines of 

this country on their production in the years 

that have followed. : 

The Presiden will not be driven into veto- 
ing the Silver bill by the suggestion that if 
silver be remonetized there will be a rush of 
silver to this country to be coined. Let it 
come, and the more the better. If the out- 
side world have five hundred millions of dol- 
lars of silver to spare, and send it to the 
United States to be coined into dollars, the 
money can only be employed in the purchase 
of American products, in the purchase of 
lands, in investments in mining, manufac- 
tures, gr in roads and canals, or some other 
form of preductive industry. Who will be 
damaged or injured by that? When the 
surplus of silver shall be exhausted by iti 
American coinage, the foreign demand will at 
once increase the value of the metal, and 
when silver becomes worth more in other 
countries than here, the export will begin, 
and the relative value of gold and silver will 
be rapidly restored. The President is not a 
man to be scared by the danger of a flow 
of metal to this country to be coined into 
American dollars and to be exchanged for 
American products. 

Nor is the President a man who will veto 
the Silver bill on the ground that there is too 
much metallic money in the world, and that 
it is necessary to discard one metal and limit 
legal money to gold. The President knows 
at least one part of the world to which me- 
tallic money has long been a stranger, and 
whose greatest concern at this time is how 
to obtain enough of it with which to redeem 
its long-overtiue and depreciated paper. He 
certainly knows that a very large portion of 
even the adult population have no recollec- 
tion of the time when coin was the currency 
of the country, and paper merely its repre- 
sentative. 

Nor will the President be moved to veto 
the Silver Coinage bill because silver is of 
greater weight in proportion to its value 
than gold. The President knows that there 
is on deposit in the Treasury an average of 
$40,000,000 of gold coin for which certifi- 
cates are issued, and which certificates pass 
from hand to hand in all transactions with- 
out ever materially disturbing the gold. He 
knows that in like manner room can be made 
in the vaults of the Treasury for the deposit of | 
a hundred millions of silver dollars, or any 
other ameunt, and that certificates of such 
deposit, like those issued for gold, can be 
issued and used in all business transactions. 
He knows that the presence of such coin in 
the Treasury will never embarrass or oppress 
the Treasury or the pubiic because of its 
weight or its bulk; certainly not to the ex- 
tept to cause him, as a preventive measure, 
to oppose the wish of Congress and of the 
country by vetoing the Silver bill. 

The President will not be se luced into 
vetoing the Silver bill on the ground that if. 
it become a law the value of silver will rise, 
the product of our mines be increased, and 
the coinage of metallic money be doubled 
annually. He has no objection to the silver 
dollar being worth 100 cents in gold; 
he has no objection to the value 
of the silver mined in this coun- 
try being increased 10 per cent; and he 
can have no objection to such an addition to 
the stock of our metallic currency as will 
furnish a coin basis for paper,—at least his 
objections to these results cannot be strong 
enough to induce him to put the country at 
defiance by vetoing the Silver bill. 

The President “is too intelligent a man to 


be deceived by the suggestion that silver | 


remonetization be postponed until there 
shall be an international agreement on the 
subject, anda universal ratio of values be 
fixed for silver and gold. That is a weak 
invention. There is no possible objection to 
an international system of coinage ; but to 
postpone the restoration of the American 
silver dollar until then would be to postpone 
it forever. The President is not the man to 
tell his countrymen that he cannot permit 
them to have a silver coinage until the 
nations of the world shall decide whether 
such a coin shall be tolerated or not. 

The American people, with an almost un- 
precedented unanimity, have demanded the 
free coinage and remonetization of the silver 
dollar on the exact terms proposed by the 
bill passed by the House, and they will tol- 
erate no delay or defeat of such a law, 
whether by the action.of Congress, or Cabi- 
They demand an 
honest administration of the Government, 
and théy hold that the silver dollar was de- 
monetized by a trick discreditable to those 
who knowingly participated in it, and that 
the evil and the outrage then perpetrated 
shall be corrected. The coinage of gold is 
free, and properly so; and the country 
insists that the coinage of the silver dollar 
shall be free, and without limit, either as to 
the amount that may be coined or as to the 
amount for which it will be a legal-tender. 
It is the historical and constitutional curren- 
cy, whose demonetization should be rebuked 
by its prompt and unlimited restoration. 


GEN. GRANT AS AN ORATOR. 

The American people had learned to be- 
lieve in the silence of Gen. Grant; and, 
when he announced his intention to to visit 
Europe, everybody felt assured that he at least 
would be betrayed into no speeches. With 
the bitter experience of Prerriponrt fresh in 
mind, the thought that Grant was about to 
appear in Europe asthe Silent Man was, it 
must be confessed, grateful to the sober 
sense of the country. But he had not been 
in England three days before he disappointed 
popular expectation, and disappointed it 
agreeably. Not only did he speak when- 
ever the occasion demanded, but he spoke 
well. His fluency and command of the 
niceties of expression would have marked 
him as a practiced orator if he had possessed 
no previous reputation. And his discretion 
was as admirable in his new character as it 
had been in his old one. He landed at 
Queenstown on the 27th of May, and on 
the Zist of the same month spoke 
to a large and brilliant company 
at Manchester. His words were unpre- 
meditated, and suggested by the address of 
weleome offered to him on behalf of the 
Municipal Council. Nobody who follows the 
course of events at all closely can have for- 
gotten the surprise and delight which this 
Manchester speech excited in the United 
States. It was surprising that the ex-Presi-. 
dent should have ventured at all upon 
ground so delicate as the special friendship 
of Manchester and the north of England for 
the North during our Civil War; and, hav. 
ing ventured, it was delightful that he should 
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| words will bear quoting: ‘‘ The expressions 
of the people of Manchester at the time of 
our great trial,” he said, ‘incited within the 
breasts of my countrymen a feeling of friend- 
ship towards them distinct from that 
felt towards all England, and in that 
spirit I accept, on the part of my 
country, the compliment paid me as its 
representative, and thank you.” This was 
at once a gracious recognition of the kind- 
ness of the north of England, and a fitting 
rebuke of those in the south of England who 
sympathized with the Rebels in America. 
The dignity and tact which characterized 
the speech were remarkable, showing that 
the President was grateful to the friends of 
America, and cherished a just resentment 
towards her enemies withbut feeling too 
strongly in either direction. 

But the Manchester speech alone would 
not have established the reputagjon of Gen. 
Grant asan orator. It was necessary that 
he should prove his newly-found powers in 
other places, and under more trying circum- 
stancs. He met every test successfully. In 
all the London festivities, af Liverpool, 
Stratford, and throughout rural England, 
he was as ready and happy in his re- 
sponses as if he had been an ac- 
complished diner-out from boyhood. At 
Edinburg he gchieved his greatest triumph 
as a speech-maker. The freedom of the city 
was to be presented to him, and the Lord 
Provost had prepared a speech as weighty as 
it was complimentary. Thinking that the 
ex-President might be glad to know what he 
would be called upon to answer, the Lord 
Provost sent a copy of his speech to a gen- 
tleman in the Presidential party with a sug- 
gestion that it be shown to Gen. Grant. 
The latter refused to look at the manuscript, 
saying, in his brusque way, that he had 
never prepared a speech but once, and then 
had broken down. The reference was un- 
derstood to be to the Des Moines episode, 
when the President, having to make some 
expression of opinion on the subject of com- 
pulsory education, wrote out what he had to 
say. But the consciousness that he had the 
manusaipt oppressed him when he came to 
deliver the speech, and before he had spoken 
half-a-dozen sentences his memory deserted 
him, and he was obliged to draw the written 
speech from his pocket and read it with 
what grace he could. Not desiring to 
repeat this experience at Edinbur he refused 
to prepare himself, and relied on his powers 
of extemporaneous expression. His friends 
were not so easy in their minds as he was in 
his. They waited with concern for his re- 
sponse. It was the best effort of his life— 
as natural and forcible as if it had been a 
studied effort, while endowed with all the 
vitality and sympathetic quality of words 
fresh from the heart. The Scotchmen that 
day set Gen. Grant down for a great orator, 
and all his countrymen who happened to be 
present were proud of him. Almost as elo- 
quent and more pithy was his speech at Bir- 
mingham, when he was unexpectedly re- 


prevailed in the United States. 
was complete from his point of view, and it 
hardly excee led 300 words. It contained al! 
that was to be said on the subject, and not 
one superfludus word; and, although we do 
not coincide fully in the opinions of Gen. 
Grant, there s no harm in saying that he 
expressed them admirably. 

Enthysiastic admirers of Gen. Grant have 
said that it isa proof of his greatness that 
he rises to every emergency. Without going 
so far as this, it is safe to say that he rises 
towards every emergency. Whetler he quite 
reached the demands that were made upon 
him when he was President of the United 
States, will long remain an open question. As 
a Commander of the United States armies, 
there can be no question, he earned and de- 
served military renown second to that of few 
living men. However great the responsibil- 
ity imposed upon him, he was always faith- 
ful to it; he never disappointed a just ex- 
pectation formed concerning his military 
skill and success. Even during his civil 
career he failed only in small things. 
His veto of the Inflation billis one of the 
great acts of his life, which will stand out 
conspiéuously when Bascock, Boss Suxep- 
HERD, Tom Murpzy, and the rest of that un- 
happy company are buried in oblivion. It 
remains to be seen whether his civil life is 
ended » whether he will return with new ac- 
complishments never before imagined, and 
astound the country on the stump as he has 
previously excited its admiration by his 
works in the field and the cabinet. It will 
perhaps be among the important announce- 
ments of the campaign of 1880 that Gen. 
Grant, the great orator of [llinois, will ad- 
dress the peopie on the issues of the day.” 


SOME FEATURES oF THe FRENCH ELEC- 

The London Times of Oct. 20 contains 
some very interesting details of the first 
French election which have not before been 
stated, and which give a very clear and com- 
prehensive view of the real victory which 
the Republicans achieved against the most 
tremendous odds. The Left had the majority 
in fifty-six departments out of eighty-eight, 
and the total vote was as follows: Left, 
4,273,000; their opponents, 3,571,000; 
leaving the Left with about 700,000 ma- 
jority. The Republicans lost 53 and won 17 
seats, leaving a net loss of 36. The 53 lost 
seats are occupied by 21 Bonapartists and 32 
Monarchists, and the 17 seats gained by the 
Republicans are taken from 10 Bonapartists 
and 7 Monarchists. The total vote polled 
was the largest known at any general elec- 
tion since 1848. In 1876 the Republican 
vote was 4,316,000, and the anti-Republican 
2,884,000, showing a majority of 1,432,000, 
but only 7,200,000 persons were polled, 
whereas at the last election there were 
7,793,000 polled. In the election of 1848 
there were 7,893,000. The conclusion drawn 
from the figures by the Times corre- 
spondent is that the Left have lost 43,000, 
or about 1 per cent, while the Right have 
gained 680,000, or nearly 25 per cent, from 
the ranks of the neutrals. The principal 
losses of the Republicans were the largest 
in the Pas de Calais and Vaucluse. The 
former is in the extreme north, which is 
very conservative, being Bonapartist, also 
Free-Trade and Industrial, while the latter is 
in the extreme south, where partisan pas- 
sions are very intense. In Vaucluse, and 
also in Bouches du Rhone, it is said that the 
population is almost completely Republican, 
but the stuffing of the ballot-boxes, or urns, 
and illegal practices of the Mayors, carried 
the day against the Republicans, on account 
of which the elections will be invalidated. 
In Landes and Dordagne, where the Repub - 
licans met with losses, the people live in a 
state of dense ignorance, while Nord, Ar- 
dennes, and Meuse were carried for Mac-

The individual elections are very signifi- 
cant in their political indications. It is stat- 
ed by the London Spectator that nearly all 
the Republican Mayors who were dismissed, 
as well as the victims of MacManon’s arbi- 
trary prosecutions, were triumphantly re- 
turned by the people by large majorities. M. 
Gambetta, who was a special victim of Mac- 
Maunon’s wrath, received a larger vote than 
ever before. M. Bonnet-Duverpier, who is 
in prison for having spoken slightingly of 
the Marshal, was returned triumphantly for 
Lyons. The Duc Decazes, the Foreign Min- 
ister, was rejected in Libourne, where his 
estates are situated, in favor of a local physi- 
cian, and will have to sit for some 
place in the Maritime Alps. In Paris, M. 
Grevy received 2,000 more votes than M. 
Turers had in the same arrondissement at 
the last election. The emphatic manner in 
which the French people declared their Re- 
publicanism on the 16th of October was con- 
firmed in the elections last Sunday to the 
Councils-General, which in turn must elect 
seventy-five Senators in January. The 
Government made a desperate effort to carry 
them, as without the consent of the Senate 
MacManon cannot obtain a dissolution of 
the House, or even hope to compromise with 
the Left. The result of the two elections 
shows that the French people are steadfast 
and immovable in the Republican faith, that 
they cannot be bribed and will not be intim- 
idated, and that they are indifferent 
alike to political or clerical threats. 
They have declared their adhesion 
to publicanism in a manner that 
Marshal MacManon would do well to heed. 
The second election is tantamount to a sec- 
ond notice to him that he must submit to

The Italian War Budget for next year is esti- 
mated at 196,008,000 lire, or about $39,201,000; 
the Marine Budget at 48,946,107 lire ($9,789,000), 
giving a total expenditure for the land and sea 
forces of $48,990,000,—an increase of $891,656 
over the appropriation for the present year. 
The increase is occasioned by large purchases of 
horses and an addition to the chasseurs of 
twenty-four companies. It is reckoned that the 
army next year will consist of 12,089 officers, 
185,584 men, 3,128 officials of the Administra- 
tion, with 25,705 horses. The total expenditure 
of the Kingdom for 1878 is estimated at $248,- 
233,600. Of this amount, $155,000,000 are ab- 
sorbed by the permanent expenditure, includ- 
ing the charge on the public debt, the King’s 
Civil List, Pope’s Civil List, etc. There remain, 
therefore, $93,200,000 for current expenses, 
more than of which is absorbed by the 
army and navy. This is what Italy pays for 
war expenses in times of peace.

In the first place, those States and 
communities which are resolved to repu- 
diate their bonds, and thus get rid of their 
payment altogether, on the ground that they 
were unlawfully issued and stolen by rings, 
will scarcely be tempted to reassume a pay- 
ment by reason of a reduction of interest ; 
so long as they do not propose to pay at all, 
it is manifestly inimaterial to them what the 
rate of interest may be. In the next place, 
no such scheme could be carried out except 
by a bribery of the Legislatures which it is 
proposed to manipulate. This would be 
fraudulent on its face, and any such action 
would be repudiated by the people at the 
first opportunity, and probably set aside by 
the Courts. The scheme is altogether too

But the cu- 
rious part of this matter was that the two plot- 
ters were soon at variance, and as their dilfer- 
ences could nut be settled, the problem was 
solved by the appointment of Suleiman Pasha 
tothe command. To console Osman Pasha, 
who had made no effort for the place, and who 
was really entitled to the promotion, the Sultan 
has given him the title of Ghazi, signifying the 
Victorious, and which has also been given to

EXPLOSION OF ISM _ POWDER-MILLS. 
Correspondence London Daily News. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 17.—Yesterday morn- 
ing, at about 10 o'clock, four very loud and al- 
most simultaneous explosions greatly alarmed 
the inhabitants of this city a einity. The 
explosions were caused bya very alarming ac- 

ent which took place at the Government 
powder-mills at Zeitounlik (the Place of Olives), 
close to Makrikeny, about five miles from the 
Capital. Four pug mills situated near to eacn 
other blew up at almost the same 
instant, through tue explosion of 
some grains of powder While the 
stone ‘used in working the powder was 
turning. The four mills were in a moment de- 
stroved, and a great number of Jives, various! 
estimated at from fifty to 200, Was lost. It! 
impossible as yet to ascertain the precise num- 
ber, but I fear that the latter is most likely to 
be nearer the truth. 

A great quantity of machipery and powder 
was destroyed, though the Turkish Government 
estimates the loss at only £10,000, and says that 
it feels confident that the loss can be repaired 
within a fortnight at latest. The Imperial car- 
riage manufactory is close by the scene of the 
explosion, and had that building also blown up 
the loss to the Government at the present mo- 
ment would have been almost irréparable. 


GEN. GRANT. 
THE AMERICAN BANQUET IN PARIS, 

Paris, Nov. 6.—The banquet given in honor 
of Gen. Grant by the American residents to- 
night was a remarkably brilliant affair. It be- 
gan at 8. Guests to the number of 350 filled 
seven tables. At a semi-circular table raised 
above the others were ex-President Grant, Min- 
ister Noyes, Consul-General Torbert, Vignaud 
(of American Legation),Jesse Grant, Marquis de 
Rochambeau, M. de Lafayette, and Mesdames 
Grant, Noyes, Stevens, Lincoln, and Sickles. 
Other guests occupied six parallel tables, pre- 
sided over by members of the Banquet Commit- 
tee, viz.: Dr. Johnston, Dr. Ryan, Col. Evelyn, 
the Rev. Dr. Hitchcock, Mr. Vanburghen, and 
Mr. Woods. The banqueting hall was splendid- 
ly decorated and illuminated. The Franco- 
American Union contributed a portrait of Gen. 


Grant which, adorned with flags, was hung over 

the principal table. A band stationed in the 

gallery played at intervals, and vocal music was 

given by a chorus furnished by the Director of 

the Italian opera. Gén. Graut, Minister Noyes, 

and Gen. Torbert were in full military uniform. 
MINISTER NOYES’ 8PEECH. 

Mr. Noyes, as Chairman, proposed the follow- 
ing toasts: “The President df the Untjed 
States which was respotmced to by music onl< 
„Tuc President of the French Republic,” to 
whichea similar response was made. Lhes 
were tollawed by the that ol the eveniag, “Our 
guest, Gen. Graut, wuich was proposed by the 
Chairman in the tollewing speeca: 

LaApiEs AND GENTLEWEN: It has generally hap* 
pened thai when a great public crisis bas occurred, 
euch us a revolution loc independence or a struggle 
for national existence, some man hase been found 
specially ntted for the emergency. When the 
war of secession was inaugurated in Amer- 
ica, a quiet and silent, man was 
pursuing an  avocation la civil life 
in a small town in Lllinois. As soon as the first 
nostile guns opened upon Fort Sumter, he offered 
his services to his country, and was appointed 
Colonel of a regiment of volunteers. The theatre 
of war rapidly extended until it stretched west- 
ward 1, 000 miles from the sea, across great rivers 
and mountain ranges. Immense armies were as- 
sembied, composed of brave and cvalric soldiers. 
and commanded by able and accomplished leaders. 
Both sides nerved themselves for the blo dy and 
terrible struggle. Our illinois Colonel ruse in rank 
until there was no grade suilicient for his recogni- 
tion and reward, and two new ones were success- 
ively created, This silent man had shaken the 
continent with the thunder of bis artillery and the 
tramp of his victor.ous columus. 

At the close of the War he was General-in-Chief, 
commanding all the armies of the Repuoiic, which 
carried upon their muster-roils 1,100,000 men. 
The Union was preserved, and its flag everywhere 
respected. After the close of the War he was twice 
called to the highest office in the guft of the people.

Gen. Grant, on rising to reply, was received 
by prolonged cheering.

reception and the compliments of Gov. Noyes, 
am embarrassed to thank vou as 1 should wish. 
During five anda half months I have been in Eu- 
rope. My reception has been very gratifying not 
only to me, but also, above all, to my country and 
countrymen, who were honored oy it. I thank the 
American colony of Paris; I hope its members will 
enjoy their visit here, as lam doing, and hope to 
do fot some weeks yet. I hove when you return 
home.yoa will find you have realized the benetits 
predicted by our Minister. 

Long and enthusiastic applause followed the 
Geueral's speech. 

OTHER TOASTS. 

The toast Our Country succeeded, and was 
responded to b Mr. Rantoul. 

Ma De Lafayette repiied to the toast of 
France.“ He said France duly appreciated 
the great leader and great citizen who honored 
her by his visit. M. De Lafayette remarked that 
Gen. Grant quitted power solely to bow before 
the laws of his country. He tianked him for 
visiting France, because he was a great 
example for her, and because France gained 
from close inspection. In conclusion he alluded 
tothe Revolutionary War, and expressed the 
ardent wish that the French and American Re- 

n>lics should never be separated, but torm an 
fndissoluble union for the wellare, liberty, and 
independence of the people.

GREAT BRITAIN, 
THE GRAIN TRADE. 

Lowpor, Nov. O.— The Mark Lane Express, 
reviewing the grain trade of the past week, 
says: Although the unsettled weather the past 
week bas been satisfactory to the farmers, who 
make good progress with plowing and wheat 
sowing, harvest operations are now at an end 
except in a few of the uplands of Scotland. 
Threshing has been going on briskly, as increas- 
ed offerings at country markets testify, but the 
estimates of the probable yield of this vear's 
wheat crop made by competent agricultural au- 
thorities are remarkable for their unusual vari- 
ance, ranging from 8,500,000 to 12,000,000 quar- 
ters. There is no doubt that, making all due 
allowance for exaggerations either way, the 
crop is 

A VERY DEFICIENT ONE, 
and the requirements of the country will neces- 
sitate a heavy importation of foreign product. 
As trade is not now actively influenced by polit- 
ical affairs, and we are receiving an enormous 
influx of grain from the United States, Russia, 
and India, it would at first sight appear that 
rices might be expected to fall during the next 
our or five months; but, upon 4 careful con- 
sideration of the situation, this would appear at 
best problematical. Having regard to the im- 
mense requirements of the country, the in- 
creased winter consumption, and the diminution 
which is expected in supplies from ports which 
are closed by winter, this decrease in Russian 
imports will soon be apparent, as another fort- 
night will probably see Cronstadt closed. This 
time last year red wheat was a strong point in 
the trade, but this year only the finest descrip- 
tions of white have shown any firmness. 0 
A SORT OF LETHARGY 
seems to have come over the London trade the 
ast few weeks, and the country demand has 
en unusually light. Thisis probably due to 
the fact that many of the large miliers have 
bought direct, and that arrivals into other ports 
of the United Kingdom have been much heavier 
than usual. Since last Monday a decline of 1 
to 2 shillings per quarter has taken place on all 
descriptions of red wheat. but the finer sorts of 
white bave not materially given way. 

Maize has lost some of its recent activity, but 
there is still a healthy tone in the trade, 
although quotations are easier. 

Barley has fully maintained the late rates. 

Oats have lost 3 pence per quarter of the late 
advance. 

With fair arrivals at ports of call the past 
week, the floating cargo trade has ruled quiet 
for wheat, and there has been moefticrate de- 
mand, confined chiefly to red winter American 
at an ultimate decline of fully 1 suilling per 
quarter. Maize is quiet and 3 pence to 6 pence 
per quarter cheaper. Barley strong.

THE WHEAT CROP OF 1577. 
London Times, Oct, 20. 

To the Editor of the Times; The wheat crop of 
this season is the third in succession detidedly 
below the average. The results which I give 
below can leave little doubt on this point. Last 
vear | estimated the borne produce available 
for COMSUL: pion at 9,0. 000 Quarters, leaving 
14.000. quarters to be supplied from stocks 


and imports, pryvided tle average consumption 
ver head of the puvulatiod were maintain. In 
addressing the Screru Vailey Farwers’ Club 
last November, Mr. F. Woodward assumed the 


available home procuce to be eight and three- 
lourths miilion quurters, and that the stocks of 
foreign wheat mu grata y on the Ist of August, 
1376, amounted to avout 2, 150,v00 quarters. The 
actual net imports during tie twelve montis 
ended the 3ist of August, 1577, were little over 

2,000,000 quarters, which, however, Lave evi- 
dently not been suflicient to supplement the 
home crop, for the stocks in granary have been 
much reduced. 

With regard to the crop of 1877, the general 
opinion of agriculturists while the wheat was 
still in the field was most unfavorable. Some 
even considered it was one ot the worst they 
bad ever known. The estimate I formed of my 
own crop was, indeed, extremeiy unfavoravle; 
and I have been somewhat agreeably surprised 
at the results of the threshing. 

The average population to be fed during the 
harvest year ISs7-’8 may be taken at a little 
over 33,750,000. Supposing the consumption of 
wheat per head to reach the average amount,— 
namely, 5½½ bushels,—the quantity requir- 
ed would be 23,205,382 uarters. The 
area under the crop in the United Kingdom 
was greater by about 200,000 acres in 
1877 than in 1876. But 1 am disposed to think 
10,000,000 quarters (50,000,000) bushels is the 
vutside quantity that will be available for con- 
sumption from the home produce of the harvest 
just past. This would leave more than 13,000,- 
000 quarters, or 104,000,000 bushels, to be sup- 
plied trom other sources. As already stated, 
the stocks in granary were much reduced during 
the past harvest year, and it is tolerably certain 
that so large an amount as the above estimates 
would require will not be received from abroad 
during the twelve months ending Aug. 31, 1578. 
It is more probable that high prices will some- 
what reduce the consumption of wheat, and 
lead to the partial substitution of other less 
costly articies of food. I am, sir, yours faith-

TURKEY. 
HER POPULATION AND RESOURCES.

The first question which presents itself is 


that of population and area. Of this a very 
good account has lately been given by Mr. 


Ravenstein in a paper on the populations of

Though differing in some detail, he 
sces reason to adopt generally the estimates of 
Messrs. Behm and Wagner, in their annual 
volume on the population of the earth. The 
estimate may be taken as the result ot a careful 
analysis of statements made by travelers, and 
in our own Consular reports, and of such official 
statistics for particular provinces as are accessi- 
ble.

As regards ceutres of population, it will be 
observed that Turkey in Europe, as a whole, 
has far more inhabitanteto the square mile than 
Turkey in Asia; that-there are three or four 
European Provinces where the popuiatior is 
more dense than elsewhere—viz: Bulgaria, 
which is now the seat of war; Adrianople and 
Kossova, which are immediately adjacent to the 
seat of war; and Janina, which lies compara- 
tively distant.

venerabie traditions. Of course, spleudid as all 
acknowledged the uration to be in its every 
part. there were many dissenters from its 
doctrines, and the jiunovation upon getab- 
lished usage created some excitement. The mili- 
tary men felt insulted by Sumuer's ruthless raid 
upou their profession, and both the authorities 
and many citizens looked upon the speaker as 
having outraged the proprieties of the occasion. 
But as the storm dicd away and the sky cleared, 
these feelings gave way to a general apprecia- 
tion of the orator’s sentiments and an enthusi- 
astic admiration of the beauiitul gard in which 
he had clothed them. Letters of compliment 
poured in upon him from every quarter. John 
Pierpont, in congratulating him upon his great 
success, his opportunity,“ his courage, 
adds, You will live to regard the Fourth 
of July, 1845, as the red-letter day in the 
calendar of your tife. Don't be disquiet- 
ed at the jeers, or discouraged at the dark 
looks, or pushed out of your highway by the 
cold suoulders that you may encounter.“ Sure 
prophecy, wise counsel, timely encouragement ! 
And the conservative North American Leview, 
while shy of tue radical tendencies of the ora- 
tion, admitted that it had “glowing passages 

which thrill the very suul,” and took leave o 

the orator *‘ with the honest hope that we may 
often hear his free and fearless voice in the de- 
fense of struggling truth and in tho assault 
upon established errors.“ Here was a hope 
which had mighty fruition in the orator’s future 
career. We cannot do better than to quote a 
part of what Mr. Pierce has to say about the 
effect of the oration: 

No Fourth-of-Jd uly oration ever attracted so much 

attention ar the one to which this chapter is de- 
voted. Fora considerable time it was the frequent 
topic of society, as well as of the puolie journals, 
No American tract or address has probably ever 
had so wide 4 circulation in Great Lritain. dts 
questionaole propositiins o staftied the public 
that they commanded the more attention for its un- 
mistakable truths. It touched the hearts of Chris- 
tian people, whetber accepting or holding back 
from its logical statements. Its style, less academ- 
ic than Everett's, less weighty than Web-fer's, 
glowed as theirs never glowed with moral enthusi- 
asm. It was a new order of eloguence. 
at least for civic occasions. Something of its 
effect, doubtless, came from the condition of 
the times. The spirit of slavery dominated 
in politics, backed by conservatism in society, and 
a war with Mexico, to be waged for its extension, 
was at hand. Men who heard the new orator saw, 
in the intrepidity he showed on that occasion, that 
there was no advanced postin any seid of moral 
heroiem which he was not brave enough to assume. 
iis character was revealed to men of different 
types. Refotmers were made glad as they saw him 
—a fresh and well-armored \niziht-—enter the arcna 
where they were contending against numbers and 
wer. 
With the record of this great success and its 
effect in launching Charles Sumner out upon 
public life, the first installment of Mr. Pier ſe's 
biographical work ends. And though no hint is 
given of a purpose to continue the memoir and 
complete it, we mayinfer, from the tact that 
Mr. Pierce is still gathering materials, tat it 
will be permitted him to finish the monument 
he has so well begun.

The leading produce markets were inactive yes- 
terday, the Board of Trade having adjourned to 
attend the county election.

Mess pork was quoted at $13, 25 per bri 
cash, $12.80@12.85 for November, 812.55% 
12.60 seller the year, and $12.75@12.80 seller 
January. Lard was quoted firm at $8. 124%@8.15 
per 100 Ibs cash. $8.074¢@8.10 seller the year, 
and 88. 2068. 22½ seller January. Meats 
were firm at 5% per Ib for part cured 
shoulders, loose, 6%c for do short ribs, 6%c for 
do jong clears, 7c for do short ¢lears, and 7 
7c for green hams, the latter being in good de- 
mand. Tallow was easier, sales being reported of 
425 bris city at 7c per |b. 

Wheat was quoted firmer, with early sales at 
81.05% for November, and $1.06% for December; 
later the market was quoted at $1.05%, and 
81.05%. Most of the telegrams received up to 
noon quoted Liverpool a shade easier, but it was 
rumored that later sales were firm, indicating that 
the decline had been arrested. 

Corn was inactive, but nominally firm, at 43\4c 
cash. and 42%,@42\c for November. The Liver- 
poo! advices quoted a slight advance there.

HIGH BLANTYRE. 


Over 250 Lives Lost in the Terrible Min: 


ing Disaster in the Glasgow 
Coal Region. 
Sa Sn 
A First Report Which the Telegraph Has 
Since Confirmed in All Its 
Worst Details. 


London Telegraph, Oct, 23. 

The little colliery village of High Blantyre, 
near Hamiiton, to-day was the scene of a most 
terrible colliery disaster. By this catastrophe, 
unparafieled in the history of Scotch mining, it 
is reckoned that fully 200 lives have been lost, 
though the number who have perished can only 
be approximately determined. This morning, 
about 6 o’clock, the man employed at Messrs. 
Dixon’s collieries, High Blantyre, deparied to 
their usual work, 126 men descending the shalt 
of the pit known as No. 2, while 107 entered pit 
No. 3. Statutory communication existe be- 
tween these pits, and it seems that before the 
disaster ovcurred a number of men were en- 
gaged removing stoops in the splint of the 
lower seam of No. 2 pit. This operation is al- 
ways regarded as hazardous, and it appears that, 
with culpable and almost inexplicable reckless- 
ness, the hands employed to-day made use of 
naked lamps. While the men were engaged in 
blasting in the splint of No. 2 pit; about 9 
O clock, , 

AN APPALLING EXPLOSION OF FIRE-DAMP 
oceurred which spent itself in the suaft of No. 8 
pit. The explosion was atiended by a sound 
sesembling the loudest thunder, flames burst 
forth at the head of shaft No. 3, and dense 
volumes of smoke rolled up from the entrance 
to pit No.2. Fragments of coal and timber 
and clouds of dust were then scattered around 
the heads of the shafts, large quantities of 
debris being shot ior a great height into the air.

The work of exploration was vig- 
orousiy prosecuted, and up till 8:30 clock in 
the afternoon three more bodies were recoveréd. 
They were brought up by the No. 2 shait, near 
to the bottom of which they had been seen 
lying. The bodies were those of young lads 
aged from 12 tu 14, and they presented a shock- 
ing sight when brought to the surface. They 
were literally invased in mud; the faces were ail 
bla kened and charredy Io of them, named 
Bolton and Henry, were pony drivers, and they 
were discovered | ving beside their dead charges. 
The third lad was identified as a son of a man 
named Gilmour, whose cOrpse was removed 
from the same pit at an earlier hour. 

Between 3 and 4 o’cidck the men who were 
endeavoring to clean the shait of No. 3 pit 
stated that they heard the sounds vu! koucking 
irom the imprisoned coltters. Extra exertivns, 
if that were possibie, Were then made to reach 
them, as many as could get in the sha t working 
ag ii their own ves wepeuded on the résuit, 
and bands of others, eyuaily willing, were 
standing ready to take the place of those wiio 
Worked till they became eXiuausted.

DEATH OF ABOUT TWO HUNDRED MEN, 

In spite of the great exertions made by large 
bodies of willing workers the meu imprisoned 
in No. 3 pit have not yet been reached? and 
there is not the slightest hope of their being got 
at for a considerable time. Although their fore- 
koockings and shoutings Were iu the aiternoon 
heard irom below, it is not expected that a sin- 
Cle man in that pit of the lor miners who enter- 
ed it in the morning can be got out alive. From 
No. 2 pit twenty of the 120 miners employed in 
it have been saved, but ail the rest have perisb- 
ed, so that altogether upwards of 200 men and 
boys have met their death, As already men- 
tioned, thirteen dead bodies have been taken to 
the surtace, and further explorations have re- 
vealed a fteariul spectacle at the bottom of the 
shaft. No fewer than torty corpses still lie 
there, strewn in all directions within a short 
space, burned and mutilated beyond recogni- 
tion. It was deemed advisable not to take these 
bodies to the pit-head, although that might 
have been done, but rather to continue the ex- 
ertions being mae to reach No. 8 pit. 

Among the gentlemen on the ground during 
the day, and woo took adn active part in the at- 
tempt to rescue the men, were Mr. Ralph Moore 
(Government — — Mr. Robertson (his 
assistant), Sheriff Birnie, Mr. Dykes ( Procurator- 
Fiscal), Chief Constable MeHardy,. and half a 
dozen medical gentiemen from’ Hamilton and 
Biantyre. The feeling produced over the 
country by the terrible catastrophe can hardly 
be imagined. Soon after the accident occurred 
the news’ had spread over the whole of Scot- 
land, but from the very destructiveness of its 
character in the loss of life it was not credited. 
Thousands of people crowded tothe scene of 
the explosion during the day. and those who 
were observers of the frantic grief displayed by 
the widows and families of the miners will not 
soon iorget it. There is scarcely a house in 
Biantyre in which there is not the deepest 
mourning for lost relatives, and the keenest 
syinpathy is felt all over the country for the be- 
reaved. 


HEARTRENDING SCENES. 
Drspaich io London T mea. 

GLASdOW-—9:30 p. m.—The most heartrending 
scenes were witnessed in the neighborhood of 
both pits and along the row of houses situated 
100 yards from No. 2 pit, for it was near these 
buildings that the dead bodies recovered from 
the pit were conveyed. Ihere were women with 
children in their arms, and with swollen eyes, 
hurrying frantically about, asking the latest 
news trom the exploring parties. As one body 
after another was taken ‘to the joiners’ shed 
there was a rush of the relatives of the men, 
and an eager scanning of the bodies to see 
whether they were those of their beloved ones. 
Daughters and sisters, too, of the uniortunate 
miners went about wringing their hands and 
exclaiming that they would never see their 
fathers or brothers more. Little children who 
were too young to know the loss they had sus- 
tained gazed into the faces of their mothers or 
sisters, and at the great crowd, with feelings of 
wonder at the commotion around them. 

The Rev. Mr. Wright, parish minister of 
Blantyre, and the Catholic clergyman of the 
district went from house to house to console 
the bereaved families, but they could hold out 
littie hope that the poor women would ever see 
their busbands. Indeed such a scene of domestic 
sorrow and despairing grief has not been wit- 
nessed in Scotland fur centuries, and no dis- 
aster equal in its destructiveness to human life 
Las ever occurred in this part of the Empire. 

When our representative left at ¥ o'clock no 
more dead bodies than the thirteen already 
mentioned had been recovered. The explorin 
party had resumed operations in No. 2 pit, an 
reported that they had seen forty dead bodies 
near tue bottom of the shaft. They did not 
take them up, but confined their efforts to 
direct a flow of pure air through the mine. A 
party was also working at No. 3 pit trying to 
penetrate to tue bottom, but they did not suc- 
ceed in getting down; so that from this mine 
no ove, dead or alive, has been taken. The two 
exploring parties are working ail night.

Fe Kailway in Colorado bas not been sarge as 
last year up tothis time; but the beeves are 
beginning to come forward more pleutifully 
from the Upper Arkansas, Wet Mountain, and 
dan Luis Valleys,—the Huertano and Green- 
horn. Pueblo and West Las Animas are the main 
ehipping points. as last year, while considerabie, 
coming from the Purgatvire are put on board 
the cars at La Junta. It is provable that the 
number transported to market by this line will 
be about 18,000 head. and about 15,000 more 
driven to market. The Union Pacific Company 
has never profited so largely from this business 
as during the present season. The 
herds on the Laramie plains are in 
unusually good condition, and the marketable 
beeves are more than double in numbers those 
of any former season. Montana and Utah 
drovers have been drivingconsiderable numbers 
to advantageous points along the line of the 
road. The herders of the Platte Valley have 
driven large numbers to Pine Bluffs and Jules- 
burg, for transportation. The following figures 
obtained trom station-agents show the ship- 
meuts for the season, up to Oct. 27:

The number of cattle represented in the above 
is 40,120 head. The most of these bave been 
shipped to Omaha and thence to Chicago. Cat- 
tle men who kuow the drift of the trade esti- 
mate that the total shipments for the season 
will exceed 60,000 head, and that at least 40,000 
head will have been driven to Omaha, making 
in ali 100,000 received there during the season, 
representing a value of $3,000,000: So impor- 
tant has this industry become that Omaha busi- 
ness men are stirring themselves to establish 
cattle-yards, packing-houses, and other branches 
growing out of this trade so as to make it vount 
towards their prosperity and importance as the 
‘texas and Kansas cattle trade has counted for 
Kansas City. The Union Pacific Company, an- 
ticpating a largely-increased traflic next year, 
have ordered 300 new stock cars, 

The herds most largely represented in the 
above marketed beeves are those of J. W. Iliff, 
who has a herd of 30,000 cattle; Swan Brothers, 
12,000; Cory Brothers, 10,000; Creighton & Me- 
Shane, 10,000; Sturges & Lane, 8,000; and T.. 
Seawricht, 6,000. At many points there are 
cattle held back until the rush for cars is over, 
and shipping facilities are better. At Lost 
Springs, in the South Platte Valley, is a 
„bunch“ of steers numbering over 2,000, culled 
out for the Chicago market. which will probably 
go forward with this month’s shipments. 

From the record of cattle transported and 
driven to market trom Colorado and Wyoming 
this season. as indicated in this letter, the 
whole number will exceed 150,000 head, worth 
on the plains $4,500,000; and if, as drovers esti- 
mate, the number marketed will average about 
one-tweutieth of the whole herd, then we can 
see the real magnitude of the live-stock inter- 
ests of Colorado and Wyoming summed up as 
follows: 750,000 cattle valued when ready for 
market, at $22,500,000. 


A New Potato. 

The birth of a new potato is thus related by 
the Rochester Union: ** David 8. Almstead, Su- 
perintendeut of Mount Hope Reservoir. last 
summer planted a row of peachblows, and on 
each side of it a row of early rose, but when he 
dug the middle row be found ueither peachblow 
nor early rose, but an apparent cross between 
them. ‘The product was a potato resembling the 
early rose in shape, but of the peachblow color, 
with pink eyes. The yield was far better than 
either rose or peachblow, and the quality was 
excellent. They were planted in sandy soll.“

After 
entering the mouth of the Amazon he proposes 
to ascend its tributary, the Xingu, taking with 
him his former guide, a young Mandurues 
Indian called Barney. The Xingu, althoug 
one of the largest tributaries of the Amazon, 
is but imperfectly known to geographers, for no 
professea explorer has ever ascended it far, 
and the greatest part of our present informa- 
tion as to its character and the country through 
which it flows has been obtained from Indians 
or semi-civilized half-breed traders. Even the 
Jesvit missionaries, who have penetrated fur- 
ther than any other white men, have been de- 
terred from its ascent by the chain of turbulent 
and dangerous rapids in its stream and the 
known ferocity of the dwellers on its banks. 

Morris describes the Xingu, at its junction 
with the Amazon, as a broad, black river, flow- 
ing between precipitous banks, heavily wooded 
with tropic vegetation.“ He intends toorganize 
a large party, of Manduruca Indians probably, 
who can be hired for a trifling sum, to carry his 
boats past the rapids and beat back the hostile 


natives if they sbould attempt to oppose his 
passage. In face of the difficulties and dangers 
which he must encounter, the project seems al- 
most foolbardy, and the young explorer might 
be set down as a crack-brained enthusiast if he 
had not shown already unmistakable proof of

The Coffee-Piant in California. 
Contra Costa ( Cal.) Gasette. 

Capt. Peter Haneen, of Clayton, brought to 
our office this week a bunch of twigs” bearing 
berries about a quarter of an iuch in diameier, 
some of them rea, and some a dark purple, 
almost black, each of them inclosing twin 
grains, which, though of smaller size, resemble 
the coffee grains of commerce. The leaves of 
the plant are of oblate shape, olive green in 
shape on the upper and a much lighter shade 
of green on the under surface, 22 
an inch in length by a quarter of an in 
breadth. While none of the berries upon 
the twigs were mature, those of darkest 
color are presumed to be the neares 
ripe. Capt. Hansen informs us that the plan 
from which the twigs were taken is the growth 
of a coffee berry he planted on bis place some 
eight or ten years ago. The berry was taken 
from some coffee purchased for house use, and 
planted in the pod containing both grains, just 
as one is occasionally found in the coffee of 
commerce. The shrub is now eight or ten feet 
high and quite fuli of berries. Capt. Hansen is 
satisfied t the foreign coffee plant will do 
well in our climate and soil, and to test the 
matter has sent to a relative in Brazil fora 
quantity of the sega berries; which he intends 
planting the coming season.

BLENNERNASSETY AND ALLEN. 

On seveaal occasions during the past two 
years Tus Tripune bas devoted some little at- 
tention to the financial operations of the late 
President of the defunct Cook County Nation 
Bank, B. F. Alien, better known througho 

West as the Great lowa Banker.“ It will 
remembered that last spring Bank-Examiner 
Meigs, of New York, came to this eity in the in- 
terest of the Charter-Oak Insurance Company, 
it is alleged, to work up Allen's record as Presi- 
dent of the Cook County National Rank, with 
the hope of having him indicted for violation of 
several sections of the National-Currency act. 
Mr. Meigs’ hopes were realized, for the May 
Grand Jury of the United States Court found 
an indictment against the President of three 
banks—all busted—for perjury. Allen, how- 
ever, was not left in blissful ignorance of what 
was going on. te determined to give a Roland 
for an Oliver, and the result was that the same 
Grand Jury returned an indictment against Her- 
man Blennerhasset, the active member of the 
New York firm of Allen, Stephens & Co., who 
was largely interested, along with the Charter 
Oak Liie-Insurance Company, in a certain 
“ blanket mortgage which covered all of Mr. 
Allen’s property, and which the Assignee of 
Allen’s estate is now trying to have pro- 
nounced null and void. Both Allen and 
Biennerhasset gave the required bail, and 
both retained lawyers to prepare their defense 
against the charges preferred in the two indict- 
ments. Each one was anxious that the other 
should go to the Penitentiary, but both hated 
to go together. The prospect of a five years’ 
term at the noble artgf prison shoe-making was 
not a leasing one, and by the advice of counsel 
they botu determined to work together tor the 
nolle-prosstug of the respective indictments.

In July last the Com- 
pany filed a bill in the County Court here to 
oreclose the mortgage, and, on the coming in 
ofthe answer, asked for a change to the Fed- 
eral Court. Tne County Court sent the case to 
the United States Circuit Court, and subse- 
quently the ward, who is now of age, 
made a motion to remand the case, on the 
ground that the County Court had exclusive 
jurisdiction of the subject matter under the 
State statute. 
Judge Blodgett yesterday overruled this mo- 
tion. He held that it was not within the power 
of the State authorities to deprive a party who 
has a suit so as to be entitled to trial in the 
Federal Court of his right of trial there when 
such right had been given him by law. 
STURGES’ CORN DEAL. 
On Monday Judge Gary decided a case of im- 
portance to the parties and of interest to the 
members of Trade, as developing the true in- 
wardness of the transactions known as the 
Sturges Corn Deal of September and Octo- 
ber, 1874. 
The suit was by A. H. Burley, Receiver of the 
Cook County National Bank, against William 
N. Sturges, and was brought to recover from 
Sturges ahout $150,000 for margin certificates 
issued bv the bank, and which were used by 
Sturges in margining his deals. 
It appeared in evidence that in making all 
these deals Sturges acted only as broker for B. 
F. Allen, who furnished all the margins, caus- 
ing the certificates for that purpose to be issued 
by the bank. 

In this manner the bank issued about $650,- 
000 of margin certificates. On Sept. 26, 1874, 
there were outstanding of these margin certiti- 
cates $365,000, all of which, at the then price of 
corn, were lost in the deal. 

On that day Allen informed Sturges that the 
bank was without funds, and could not pay any 
of the certificates; that if as much as $10,000 
were presented for payment the bank would 
close its doors. At the same time he assured 
Sturges that if sixty days’ time could be ob- 
tained. he could, by a loan, place the bank in 
funds and then take care of the certificates. It 
was sworn to as the opinion of the Board of 
Trade members that if at that time it had been 
known that the bank could not pay the 3305,- 
6000 outstanding (all of which was owing to 
members of the Board of Trade), @ panic on the 
Board which would have wrecked a majority of 
its dealers would have been inevitable. 

Sturges, on consultation with his friends, and 
under the advice of his attorney, decided to 
default on his deals, and to fight for time for 
the bank. For this he was prosecuted by the 
Board, and, but for an injun tion. would have 
been summarily expelied. After the default, 
Sturges, with his own money, took ub about 
Si2000 of the outstanding certificates. 
which he has pever rece ved a dollar. while hus 
de ault lessened the balance to about $105,000, 
Wai bete still outstanding, and for which, in 
part. this suit was brought. 

The testimohy showed. according tothe jndce, 


as a sacrifice, and, keeping hisreasons secret, bas 
suffered the misjudgment and accusations of 
the very men who were saved by his act. 

It appeared that Sturges never had any inter- 
est in the deals, but only acted as broker for 
Allen, and that in his course afterwards he had 
acted under the advice of his attorney, who was 
substantially assured by Alien that by getting 
sixty days’ time the bank would pav all its cer- 
tificates. The Court decided all these points in 
favor of Sturges, and gave judgment for him.

The boy of 19, 
who, with only $15 in his pocket, entered the 
mouth of the Amazon, made his way alone o 
the sources of the 128 and returned in 
safety with a’ valuable collection of specimens 
and other records of his adventurous journey, 
is of the stuff out of which the true explorer is 
made. From earliest boyhood, as those say 
who have known him, it has been the animating 
purpose of his lifetowin aname among the 
Franklins and Livingstones of exploring fame, 
and his single-minded ardor has never grown 
cold. 

The boy of 14. Morris sets forth to descend 
the White River with two companions, a man 
andaboy. The boat is upset and the three 
with difficulty struegle to the bayk. His two 
companions have bad enoughof it and turn 
back. Morris picks up his capsized boat, bales 
it out, and paddies down the stream alone. On 
reaching the Ohio, he goes on downto the Mis- 
sissippi and down tuat stream to its mouth, and. 
with only afew dollars in his pocket, goes to 
Florida and explores the swampsand ever- 
glades of the land of flowers in search of some- 
thing more substantial than smoke. He makes 
a collection of insects and shells, brings them 
home, and disposes of them for a considerable 
sum. A year or two later he leaves his home 
again and sails for South America. Before re- 
turning to this country he travels up and down 
the Amazon, observes the countrv and the habits 
of the natives, learns to speak Spanish and 
Portuguese fluently: and prepares himself as 
well as he can for the daring expedition which 
he has constantly in mind. On his second visit 
to Brazil he makes a noteworthy ascent of the 
Tapajos, penetrating to a point which no whites 
man vefore him has ever reached, returning af- 
ter months spent in the heart of the wilderness. 
A portion of his collection he has already sold, 
but unexpected expenses at home and the cost 
of a more elaborate outfit than he has ever been 
able to provide before have used up nearly the 
whole of the amount so obtained, and he is still 
in want of $300 or $400 to enable him to prose- 
cute his explorations with reasonable assurance 
of success. 

While in Brazili he obtained a number of 
heads of Indians, which have been pre- 
served in asingularly perfect state by a pro- 
cess known to the tribe with whom he lived for 
several months. He was offered $150 for each 
one of these heads before bringing them to the 
United States, but did not wish to dispose of 
them at that time because they furnished the 
best evidence of the strange story which he re- 
lates. Now, however, he is anxious to sell 
them to some museum in this country. If they 
can be sola during the next few weeks, he will 
be able to prosecute his explorations independ- 
ently: if not, he ig desirous of acting as col- 
lector or agent for some museum or society. 
He has leiters which speak highly of his 
character and abiity from Gov. Williams, 
Senator Morton, and prominent citizens of 
Indianapolis. 

While in Brooklyn last June he delivered 
two or three lectures before the Long Island 
Historical Society, and received a letter from 
the Committee on Natural History, consisting of 
Elias Lewig, Jr., Benjamo O. Sillnuan, and 
Charles I. Hill, speaking in the higuest terms 
of their seientilic value, and of the desirapilify 
uf bis continuing his researches 

The pian of the proposed exdedition is clear- 
ly denne in Morris’ mind. He intends to sail 


| from this city early in October for Brazil, aud 
| to ascend tue XIingu, as has been said. 


In his 
last expedition he reached the head-waters of 
the Tapajos, and ascended one of nus main 
tribute ies, the Cururu, for some distance. The 
natives told him that the Cururu was only acanal 
connecting the Tapajos with the Aingu, and he 
proposes to determine this poiut definitely. He 
believes, however, that the Cururu does not 
join the two rivers, but rises only afew days’ 
journey from the Xingu, so near, perhaps, that 
the waters of the two streains may mingle dur- 
ing a heavy flood. On the banks of the Cururu 
luis friends, the Campanaries, ‘live, and he teels 
certain that they will assist him in his new 
undertaking. © After exploring the unknown 
region through which the upper Xingu flows, he 
intends to go down the Cururu to the Tapajos 
and then ascend the branch called the St. 
Manuel, which the natives allege to be the con- 
tinuation of the main stream. He thinks, 
however, that the Juruena is the largest upper 
tributary of the Tapajos, and he may decide to 
go up this stream instead oi the St. Manuel. In 
either event, heintends to penetrate to the great 
water-shed which lies between the head-water of 
the Tapajos, Xingu, and Tocantins, and the 
Paraguay river, the last the main stream of the 
Rio de la Plata. The region of this water-shed has 
never been explored. Prof. Hart, formerly of 
Cornell University. whois bow directing the 
surveys made by the Government of Brazil, 
says of it in a late report: 80 little is known 
of this water-shed that we will dismiss it with 
few remarks.“ Morris proposes to examine 
the conformation and flora of this region as 
carefully as possible, and the result of this ex- 
ploration will be cf undoubted value if he suc- 
ceeds in completing his labors. 

After having made an examination of this re- 
gion Morris intends descending the Paraguay 
and the Rio de la Plata to Montivideo, and then 
sail from that port to this country, carrying 
with him the fruits of his expedition. He is 
determmed to start on this tour of exploration 
poorly equipped rather than not at all.

This time I caught 
ove of their reputed leaders, Bob Cicile, up a 
chimney. It was a pretty hot place, but I made 
it more so before I got through witu him. 
Another leader, Ben Spaulding, escaped, 


though 

I FIRED ELEVEN SHOTS 
at him, perforating his bat and clothing several 
times. Cieile served out his time in jail. 
Spaulding was never caught. 

My roughest time was in Leteher County, in 
the mountains, near the Virginia line. Here, 
with seven men, I destroyed numerous stiils 
and captured thirteen offenders. Three hun- 
dred miles separated us from home. We were 
away upin pine mountains among the worst 
meu in the Commonwealth. The friends of the 
prisoners were organizing to release them, ard 
were resolved to assassivate us. I ordered a 
halt, and toldthe thirteen that the moment 
their friends opened fire on us it Would scal 
their doom. 1 meant every word! said, and 
they well knew ity I intended tirst to massacre 
them, and then standup to our assailants. One 
of the thirteen saved the assassination of his 
triends and our oWn Massacre Dv escaping and 
spreading the news of my purpose in case of 
an attack. 

‘* Placing’ these twelve men in Louisville, 1 
went on 

ANOTHER RAID INTO LETCHER, 
but failed, aruin coming on while we were in 
the mountains, and causing a detention of thirtv 
hours, during Wuich we were exposed to wind 
and rain and without food. 

„% Avotier raid, attended with great danger.“ 
continued Wat. wa in Wayne County, 
where, With Lieut. De Kudio, of Custer’s com- 
mand, and thiriy picked men. I demolisied 
thirty stills, and took numsrous prisoners, 
among them the n torlos uecrritia, Andy 
Foster. Lluis gang hai previously be n success 
fui in fighting off detachments ol oflicers, bu 
our raid completely vruoke the ba Kol mon- 
shining in Wayne County. I have bven ture a 
dozen times since and have met with no organ- 
ized resistance. 

„Several times I have been shot at; once, the 
first time 1 believe, in Cumberland County. A 
fellow named Smeltz, becoming aware of my 


presence near his still-house, secreted himself + 


on a cliff forty yards above me, and attempted 
my assassination. He fired suddenly from un- 
der the bushes with a rifle. The ball entered 
my horse’s neck. I sprang from his back in an 
instant, and, catching sight of Smeltz as he ran, 
I fired, tue bali from my rifle carrying off two 
of bis fingers, and smashing his weapon. I 
chased the rascal all dav, but without success. 
His property was destroyed. 

ANOTHER ATTEMPT TO KILL ME 
was made in Mourve County. Tom Stebbins 
and his son tried it. I had destroyed their still, 
and, coming up to their house at night, started 
to enter. A pack of dogs set up a great cry, 
and, by the time myself and companions entér- 
ed, father and son had left their home. I and 
the others went into the house first, and, when 
satistied that the men had reaily fled, we walked 
out toward their barn, 1 holding a candle in one 
hand. Three shots followed our appeagance; 
all were aimedat me, as I heldthe candle. The 
first flash from the bushes was allthe warning 
I needed. A candle never went out more sud- 
denly. Maybe I snuffed it—maybe a bullet; 
but, at all events, its blaze disappeared ina 
twinkling, and, falling on all fours, I tired in 
the direction of the flash of the guns of the 
enemy. Then creeping, 

I@ENDEAVORED TO KILL, 

but unsuccessfully. Next morning their stills 
were desttoyed, and never did I demolish the 
i llict’ with more wholesome satisfaction than 
upon this occasion.” 

W yatt related other incidents in his life asa 
Deputy. The foregoing are the most interest- 
ing. They convey avery excellent picture of 
what rough and perilous experience has to be 
endured in capturing these, the only outlaws, 
80 to speak, who now inhabit the dark and 
bloody ground.“ Several years were necessary 
to quell regular organized resistance. None is 
now offered, though occasionally some daring 
offender resists and frequently escapes arrest. 
These moonshiners fear Wyatt more than any 
living man. Bold. brave, and desperate as they 
are, that they should hold him in such strange 
dread.is indeed remarkable. 

Continuing the narration of his adventures, 
Wyatt spoke of the situations of still-nouses. 

They are,“ he rem with a laugh, as he 
doubtiess recalled many a weary tramp in 
search of them, just where you'd least expect 
to find them, generally between hills and 
mountains near a murmuring rill, water, of 
course, beinga necessary element in making 
corn juice, as the natives term whisky. Some- 
times they are in gulches, sometimes in caves, 
sometimes in underground spots, but 
always in places secluded and scarcely to be ar- 
rived at without aguide.

PRUSSIA. 


An Interesting Work. 
Boston Advertiser. 

The great literary event of the yearin Ger- 
many has been the publication of Von Ranke’s 
Memoirs of Prince Hardenberg, Prime Minister 
of Prussia during the first years of the century. 
Its peculiar history, added to the fact that it is 
probably the last great work of the yenerable 
historian,—he is in his 82d year,—lend to it an 
almost dramatic interest. On'Hardenberg’s death 
in 1822, his papers were sealed up and placed in 
the royal archivestat Berlin, with tue direction that 
they shoul remain unopened for fifty years. 
Notwithstanding this well-known fact, an enter- 
prising Frenchman published in 1828 a work 


entitled “Memoires tirees des papiers d’un 
Homme d'Etat.“ purporting to be derived from 
these papers. Yet, thouch this assumption was 
denied on the very highest authority, the tor- 
gery was eminentiv successful in France and 
England. Alison, with otber historians, drew 
largely from it on the supposition of its genu- 
ineness, and it is still to be found in some li- 
braries catalogued under Hardenberg as author. 
At the close of the fifty years, the package was 
brought to Bismarck, who, with his own band, 
broke the seal and handed the inclosed papers 
to Von Kank , the historiographer of Prussia, to 
edit. 

The contents were in some respects disap- 
pointing. The memoirs leit by the Prussian 
statesman, instead of extending, as was hoved, 
through the whole of his career as Minister of 
Frederick Wuliam III., only covered the vears 
1804-6 and part of 1507. in addition to this 
manuscript, which was in Hardenberg’s own 
hand, was a voluminous history in French of his 
lite irom 1794 to 1512, by Friedrich Scholl. This 
latter included a large number of official docu- 
ments. It was not deemed advisable, for various 
reasons, to pubiisu this latter manuscript, but it 
has been used as the basis of Von Ranke’s intro- 
duction and appendix to the memoirs. The 
whole work consists of four volumes, the first 
and iourth being a history of the whole period 
from 1798 to the war of liberation in 1813. by 
Von Ranke, the second and third being the 
memoirs of Hardenberg 

It is not dillicult to imagine the interest with 
which this testimony of one of the foremost 
actors in the great Navoleonic drama, accom- 
yanied and explained as it is by the greatest of 
iving historians, has been welcomed by the 
Germans. It throws for the first time the 
clearest light upon the causes which led to the 
disastrous defeat of Jena. It shows Hardenberg 
during his enfor ed retirement—Napoleon re- 
fused to negotiate witu the King until he had 
dismissed and banished his minister—devising 
with Niebuhr and Altenstem the relorms which 
should raise Prussia irom the ruin into which 
her fatal policy o: neutrality had plunged ner. 
Above all, it enables us to solve that most im- 
portant of historical problems, why Prussia, 
which, under Frederick the Great, had just con- 
quered a leading rank among European powers, 
should, within fifty years of the triumphs at 
Rossbach and Leuthen, collapse almost at a 
touch, and then again in sixty years utterly 
amaze the world by a display of military 
strength which has placed her far in advance of 
all other powers. To Harenberg more than 
anv other man.ot that generation, save Stein, 
belongs the credit vi this marvelous revival.

emancipation vi the land, and, as a natural con- 
sequence, the liberation of the peasants from a 
seridom resembling that of Russia, the clevation 
of the industrial classes by the abolition of 
oppressive enactments, the introduction of the 
s@ifrage into the municipalities, the reorganiza- 
tion of the Goverment, and the introduction of 
the bureaucratic system, and, above all, the for- 
mation of the landwenr, the basis of the present 
military organization of Germany. These meas- 
ures produced in Prussia changes which Were as 
truly revolutionary in their character as those 
in France at the same time. As the dynasty 
remained unchanged, men failed to recognize 
the fact. Handenberg was also the chief pro- 
moter of the great popular uprising which pre- 
ceded the war of liberation, an uprisug resem- 
bling that of the North in the early days of the 
Rebellion, and which, like that, was the precursor 
of victory. 

Of Von Ranke’s volumes, all authorities agree 
in saying that they bear none of the marks of 
age and decaying power, but are stamped 
throughout by the well-balanced judgment, the 
even impartiality, which has characterized all 
that he has written. The publication of this 
work, in which he has so well told the story of 
Prussia’s great statesman, if it is his last, will 
prove a fitting end to a brilliant and useful 
career as a historian.
